A stepped-up Federal pro- 
-am to save northern wet- 
lands — the natural lakes, 
inhrshes and potholes iuipor- 
|ant to ducks and other wild- 
Sfe — is making good prog- 
r^s, the Department of the 
.Interior has announced. 

. J;The Department’s Bureau I 
Sport Fisheries and Wild- 
Pfe said more than 200,000 
icres or prime waterfowl nest- 
habitat came under its 
protection between July 1, 
p64, and June 30, 1065, as 
#mpared with a total of 155,- 
^0 acres for all the four pre- 
vious years. 

The increase is the direct 
Result of a special easement 
program developed by the 
bureau to preserve key wet- 
lands in private ownership.

become factory sites after fill 
ing. 

The removal of these “ob- 
stacles” became ■ widespread 
soon afterworld War II. Drain- 
age ditches interlaced the 
glacier-formed potholes on the 
northern prairies, and drag- 
lines and dredges deposited 
tons of muck into productive 
coastal marshes. 

Now, thanks to an awak- 
ened Nation and a conserva- 
tion-minded Congress, offi- 
cials of the Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife find 


good indications that the tide 
is beginning to turn. 

Preserving wetlands for 
wildlife requires money, and 
most of this work by the Fed- 
eral Government has been fi- 
nanced through the sale of 
migratory bird hunting 
stamps to waterfowl hunters 
anid other conservationists. In 
1958, Congress raised the 
price tag on “duck stamps” 
from $2 to $3 and earmarked 
all receipts for acquisition of 
waterfowil areas. In the same 


law. Congress also authorized 
the acquisition of waterfowl 
production areas on small wet- 
lands. 


Third Murder Charged to Pair

HYDE^ England, Dec. 2 — A 
man and a woman appeared in 
court here today accused of 
multiple murders arising from 
the disappearance and deaths 
of two children and a teen-age 
youth. 

Ian Brady, a 27-year-old 
clerk, previously held by the 
police for allegedly killing a 
10-year-old girl, Lesley Ann 
Downey, and IT-year-old Ed- 
ward Evans, was further 


charged with the murder of 
John Kilbride, a 10-year-old 
schoolboy who vanished from 
his home two years ago. 

Esther Myra Hindley, 23, a 
shorthand-typist, whoJiad also 
been accused of the murder of 
Lesley Downey at an earlier 
court appearance, v/as further 
charged with killing Evans. 
She also was accused of har- 
boring Brady, knowing he had 
murdered John Kilbride. 


Drainage Continued 
Unfortunately, the added 
emphasis was still not enough 
and drainage of valuable 
waterfowl nesting areas con- 
tinued. Early action was need- 
ed and Congress then author- 
ized a 7-year, $105-million pur- 
chase and lease-loan program 
against future duck stamp re- 
ceipts. A total of $32.5 miliUon 
has been appropriated under 
this authorization. 

The Bureau of Sport Fisher- 
ies and Wildlife plans to use 
this money to preserve ap- 
proximately 1,750,000 acres of 
waterfowil breeding habitat, 
mostly ■ in Minnesota, North 
Dakota and South Dakota. 

To stretch the funds as far 
as possible, a plan was devel- 
oped to puiTcihase four or five 
of the more permanent water 
areas in each township and to 
pay for easement on semiper- 
manent satellite wetlands. 
These easements provide pay- 
ments to landowners in re- 
turn for an agreement not to 
drain or otherwise alter spe- 
cific water areas.
